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Introduction to Coins of the Bible

think it’s easier to under- 
stand the history of the Bible and 
Judea if you have a brief overview of 
the time periods. Below Is a chart, 
although years can vary slightly in 
different references. I've listed some 
of the Biblical people who lived dur- 
ing those times just to give you a 
reference point. The ones in bold 
orint are the ones when the coins 
highlighted in this article circulated in 


Judea. 


Early & Middle Bronze Age (3200- 
1550 BC) —- Adam, Abraham, Jacob 


Late Bronze Age (1550-1200 BC) - 


Moses, Joshua 


Iron Age | & Il (1200-529 BC) -

Christians, Who do not wish to refer 
to time frames in relation to the life 
of Jesus Christ. | will use “BC” and 
‘AD” in this article because | have 
used them my entre life and tind 


them easier to read and understand. 


As you can see, approximately the 
first 2,700 years of Biblical history 
had no coins. The earliest ones, 
which were Greek, were just begin- 
ning to appear at the end of the Old 
Testament, as historical recordings 
of the Old Testament actually ended 
approximately in the year 400 BC. 
The history of Judea was not rec— 
orded from about 400 BC until when 
the New Testament began. During 
this gap of time, Judea was under 
Greek (Alexander the Great in 333 
BC) and Roman (approximately 136 
—27 BC) dominance. Money is often 
the Old Testament 


(i.e., shekels and darics), although 


mentioned in 


almost all of the Old Testament took 


olace well before coins existed, and 
all of it occurred before any Jewish 
coins were struck. However, it was 
written down at a time much later, 
when these coins did exist and cir- 
culated freely. The people who 
compiled the Old Testament incor- 
rectly assumed that the coins they 
used had been in circulation in much 
earlier times. Therefore, references 
to money in the Old Testament were 
actually references to weights used. 
There is a reference to shekels paid 
by Abraham to Ephron as early as 
Genesis 23:16, but these were care- 
fully weighed metals and not coins. 
They also conducted trade using a 
barter system with items such as 


sheep, oxen and jewelry. 


The earliest coins struck in Israel 
were struck during what is called the 
Persian Period, when Israel was part 
of the Persian Empire. The time 
frame for the Persian rule is the 6th 
to 4th centuries BC, and some of 
the first coins were struck late in the 
Ath Century BC. This is very near the 
end of the Old Testament, which 
covers 3,000+ years. Coins were 
struck in 3 locations at this time: 
Gaza, Jerusalem and Samaria. The 
first Jewish coins weren't struck until 
about 135 BC, after the Old Testa— 
recorded.

Therefore, even though coins were 


beginning to circulate just before the 
end of the Old Testament, they were 
Persian coins and not Jewish coins. 


They also had some Greek coins,

and Alexander Jannaeus, 
By studying coin 
hoards, researchers have deter- 
mined that John Hyrcanus | was the 
first Jewish ruler to put his name on 
coins, in 135 BC. During this time, 3 
of the most common symbols used 
on early Jewish coins began to ap- 
pear: the lily which symbolized fertil- 
ity, the anchor to show their naval 
strength, and the star to Indicate 
their linkage to the heavens and as-— 
trological significance because stars 


were used by the Jews to calculate 


weeks, months and important dates.

The Herodian Period (37 BC-70 
AD), which moves us into the New 
Testament, included the coins of 
Herod | (the Great) 


scendants. Herod the Great will al- 


and his de- 
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ways be thought of as a ‘bad guy,” 
but he was extremely paranoid and 
always felt threatened because he 
did not come from a priestly family. 
He married the granddaughter of a 
Hasmonean ruler to strengthen his 
ties to a ruling family, and then he 
felt his power was threatened by his 
wife and her relatives. So, he had 
his wife, her brother and his own two 
sons by that wife killed, along with 
several other family members. Herod 
the Great remarried and had 3 more 
sons who ruled, but none were ever 
given the title “king” and one was 
hated by the Jews so much that he 
was banished to Gaul. Herod | did a 
lot of rebuilding, including restoring 
The Temple, which created a big 
debt. He heavily taxed the people to 
repay his debt, so he was not a 
popular leader. He may best be re- 
membered for ordering all male ba- 
bies to be killed in Bethlehem be- 
cause he heard a “future king of the 
Jews’ had been born. There is some 
speculation that this wasn't true. It 
may have only been a prophecy by 
Jeremiah, but was attributed to Her- 


od because he was so evil. 
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Shown (bottom left column) is a 
copper 8 prutot coin of Herod the 
Great. The obverse depicts a tripod 


with a ceremonial bowl on top.

From about 6-66 AD, Judaea had a 
Roman “governor appointed by the 
Roman emperor. There were 14 Ro- 
man governors, also called prefects, 
but only 6 of them issued coins. The 
most well-known was Pontius Pilate, 
who served 26-36 AD under Tiberi- 
us. The Jews did not like having Ro- 
man governors, as they were fre- 
quently thieves and embezzlers. 
Pontius Pilate was particularly un- 
oopular because he was ignorant of 
the Jewish traditions and frequently 
out symbols on his coinage that of- 


fended the Jews. 


Next column, top photo; is a copper 
orutah issued by Pontius Pilate. The 
obverse shows 3 ears of barley and 
the reverse (next column, bottom) a 
Simpulum. The simpulum was one of 


the symbols that was offensive to 





the Jews, as it is a ladle with a high 


handle that was used to pour wine in 
honor of a deity during sacrifices 
and was a common symbol of the 
Roman priesthood. However, barley 
was a Jewish symbol. Therefore, 
Pontius Pilate didn't intend to offend 
the Jews, he was merely ignorant of 


their traditions. 


| think the coins of the New Testa- 
ment are much more interesting be- 
cause they are actual known coins 
and there are stories to go with 
them. In fact, 16 of Jesus’ 40 para- 
bles mention coins or money. Even 
though there are many references to 
coins and money in the New Testa- 
ment, there are four that | think de- 


serve special attention. 


The first is the tribute penny, refer— 
enced in Mark 12:14-17. The citi- 
zens were trying to decide whether 
Je- 


sus told them to bring him a penny, 


or not to give tribute to Caesar. 


and asked whose image was on it. 
They said it was Caesars, and Je- 
sus said, “Render to Caesar the 
things that are Caesar s and to God 
the things that are God's.” Schol- 
ars have done research on these 
coins for years, and have deter- 
mined that the “penny” used to pay 
tribute was a silver denarius of Tibe- 
rilus, wno was “Caesar” during the 


time of the ministry of Jesus.

This poor woman had 


she had. The smallest coins in Jeru- 
salem at this time were known as 
leptons. It took 384 leptons to equal 
1 denarius, like the Tribute Penny. A 
loaf of bread cost 32 leptons. The 
leptons circulating most freely at this 
time were those of Alexander Jan- 
naeus. Even though they were struck 
around 78 BC, they were plentiful 
and continued to circulate even into 
the 4th century AD. 


Right top, obverse, Widow's Mite — 
a copper lepton of Alexander Jan- 
naeus. Upside down anchor - as 
stored on the boat ready to use — on 
obverse, and star on reverse, right 


bottom. 


Note the Widow's Mite pictured is 
struck off-center. Actually, the ma- 
jority of these small copper coins 
were struck off-center, due to the 
way they were made. The hot metal 
was poured into a mold that had a 
strio of round sockets drilled into 
limestone. The sockets were con- 
nected with a small ribbon of metal. 
The strio — called a flan strip - was 
warmed and pulled through the dies 
by an assistant, while another per- 


son (the moneyer) hit the top die 
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with a mallet. They worked quickly 
and didn't take time to carefully line 
up the dies in the center of the flan. 
After they were struck, the coins 
were cut apart and the ribbons of

The third New Testament coin Is 
in Matthew 26:14-15, 


when we learn that Judas Iscariot

offered to deliver Jesus to the chief 
oriests. He said, “What will ye give 
me, and | will deliver him unto you? 
And they covenanted with him for 30 
pieces of silver.” The experts in the 
field of Biblical coins have agreed 
that the “30 pieces of silver” paid to 
Judas were the shekels of Tyre, as 
they were the most commonly used 
and accepted large silver coins at 
the time. Although shekels were 
issued from other city mints in the 
area, the shekels of Tyre were widely 
used in Jerusalem, and were well- 
known for their true weight and good 
silver content. Shekels of Tyre were 
minted for about 200 years (125 BC 
-—70 AD), but the design remained 


the same.

Do you know what happened to Ju- 
das Iscariot after he delivered Jesus 
and collected his 30 pieces of sil- 
ver? He was filled with remorse, re- 
turned the 30 pleces of silver, and 


then hanged himself. 


One last New Testament coin is the 
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half shekel. Again, this one is made 
in Tyre and had a good reputation 
for having true weight and good sil- 
ver content. The half shekel was the 
amount to be paid in Jerusalem for 
the annual “Temple tax,” referred to 
in Matthew 17:24. When the Jewish 
pilgrims came to Jerusalem from 
around the ancient world, they all 
brought money from their own na- 
tions. The Temple only accepted 
Tyre coinage for their annual dues, 
so they had to make a currency ex-
